r'he SmartLock feature receives 
and processes data sent by 
broadcasters, or other program 
providers, that contain program 
content advisories. When pro- 
grammed by the viewer, a TV with 
SmartLock can respond to the con- 
tent advisories and block program 
content that may be found objec- 
tionable (such as offensive lan- 
guage, violence, sexual situations, 
etc.). This is a great feature to cen- 
sor the type of programming chil- 
dren may watch. 

Over the next few pages, you'll 
learn how to block channels and 

certain rated programming, as well 
as learn to turn these blocking fea- 
tures on or off. Below is a brief 
explanation of some terms and rat- 
ings you will find in the SmartLock 
feature. 

SmartLock offers various 
Blocking Options from which to 
choose: 

BLOCKING: This is what might be 
called the "master switch" for 
SmartLock. When BLOCKING is 
OFF, ALL blocking/censoring is dis- 
abled. When BLOCKING is ON, 
ALL blocking based on specific set- 
tings will take place. 

BLOCK UNRATED: ALL unrated 
programs will be blocked if this fea- 
ture is set to ON. 

UNRATED programming is encoded 
with information from the MPAA or 
TV broadcasters, but it does not 
have a specific rating.

Second Audio Program (SAP) 



SAP is an additional part of the 
stereo broadcast system. Sent as a 
third audio channel, SAP can be 
heard apart from the current TV 
program sound.

CAUTION: A video source (such as a video game, Compact Disc Interactive - CDI, or 
TV information channel) which shows a constant non-moving pattern on the TV screen 
can cause picture tube damage. When your TV is continuously used with such a source, 
the pattern of the non-moving portion of the game (CDI, etc.) could leave an image 
permanently on the picture tube. When not in use, turn the video source OFF. 
Regularly alternate the use of such video sources with normal TV viewing. 



Check the TV power cord. Unplug the TV, wait 10 seconds, then reinsert plug into 
outlet and push POWER button again. 

Check that outlet is not on a wall switch. Be sure fuse is not blown on AC power strip. 
Check to be sure the system mode switch (TV/V CR/ACC) is in the correct position 
when using the remote control to power the set ON. 



Check antenna connections. Are they properly secured to the TV's ANT/CABLE plug? 
Check the TUNER control for CABLE or ANTENNA setting. 
Press the AV button on the remote to make sure the correct signal source is selected 
(AV 1, AV 2, SVID-R or MM 1, MM 2, MM 3). 



Check the VOLUME buttons. 

Check the MUTE button on the remote control. 

Check the SPEAKER on-screen control. OFF position will eliminate sound at the set. 
If attempting auxiliary equipment hookups, check audio jack connections. 
(If Applicable) Check Audio Receiver for correct operating mode. 



Check TV/VCR/ACC "System" switch on the remote. Move the switch to the TV 
position to operate the television. 

Check batteries. Replace with AA Heavy Duty (Zinc Chloride) or Alkaline batteries 
if necessary. 

Clean the remote and the remote sensor window on the TV. 

Check the TV power cord. Unplug the TV, wait 10 seconds, then reinsert plug into 
outlet and push POWER button again. Be sure fuse is not blown on AC power strip. 
Check to be sure TV outlet is not on a wall switch. 



Repeat channel selection. 

Add desired channel numbers (CHANNEL EDIT control) into TV memory. 
Check to be sure the TUNER control is set to the CABLE option. 



Cleaning and Care 

• To avoid possible shock hazard be sure the TV is unplugged from the electrical outlet before cleaning. 

• When cleaning the TV screen take care not to scratch or damage the screen surface (avoid wearing jewelry or using 
anything abrasive). Wipe the front screen with a clean cloth dampened with water. Use even, easy, vertical strokes when 
cleaning. 

• Gently wipe the cabinet surfaces with a clean cloth or sponge dampened in a solution of cool clear water. Use a clean 
dry cloth to dry the wiped surfaces. 

• Never use thinners, insecticide sprays, or other chemicals on or near the cabinet, as they might cause permanent marring 
of the cabinet finish. 
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Glossary to Television Terms

Alternate Channel • Use the A/CH button on the remote control 
to toggle between the last two channels viewed. 

Auto Programming • When activated, this feature automatically 
scans for all available channels from regular antenna or cable 
signals and stores only active broadcast stations into the TV's 
memory. 

Channel Edit • Add or delete channels from the sequential tun- 
ing cycle to develop a customized list of channels you want to 
watch. Editing makes it easy to limit the number of channels 
when using the Channel +/- buttons or to expand the number of 
channels available to suit your preference. 

Closed Caption • Broadcast standard which allows you to read 
the voice content of television programs on the TV screen. 
Designed to help the hearing impaired, this feature uses on- 
screen "text boxes" to show dialogue and conversations while the 
TV program is in progress. 

Coaxial Cable • A single solid antenna wire normally matched 
with a metal plug (F-type) end connector that screws (or pushes) 
directly onto a 75 Ohm input found on the Television or VCR. 

Direct Audio/Video Inputs • Located on the rear of the TV, 
these connectors (RCA phono type plug) are used for the input 
of audio and video signals. Designed for use with VCRs (or other 
accessories) in order to receive higher picture resolution and 
offer sound connection options. 

Identify • Method by which a remote control searches and finds 
an operating code for another product (such as a VCR or Cable 
Converter). Once the code has been "identified," the TV remote 
can operate and send commands to the other product. 

Incredible Stereo (or Surround) • Pseudo-acoustic management 
of the audio signal produces a dramatic expansion of the wall of 
sound engulfing the listener and heightens overall viewing plea- 
sure. 

Menu • An on-screen listing of feature controls that are available 
for user adjustments. 

Multichannel Television Sound (MTS) • The broadcast stan- 
dard that allows for stereo sound to be transmitted with the TV 
picture. 



On Screen Displays (OSD) • Refers to the wording or mes- 
sages generated by the television (or VCR) to help the user with 
specific feature controls (color adjustment, programming, etc.). 

Programming • The procedure of adding or deleting channel 
numbers into the Television's memory circuits. In this way, the 
Television "remembers" only the locally available or desired 
channel numbers and skips over any unwanted channel num- 
bers. 

Remote Sensor Window • A window or opening found on the 
Television control panel through which infrared remote control 
command signals are received. 

Second Audio Program (SAP) • Another or additional audio 
channel provided for in the Multichannel Television Sound 
(MTS) broadcast standard. The most frequently proposed use 
for SAP is the simultaneous bilingual broadcast of TV program 
material. 

Status/Exit • Allows the user to quickly confirm what channel 
number is currently being viewed. Status can also be used to 
clear the Television of on screen displays or information (rather 
than waiting for the displays to "time out" or automatically dis- 
appear from the screen). 

Twin Lead Wire • The more commonly used name for the two 
strand 300 Ohm antenna wire used with many indoor and out- 
door antenna systems. In many cases this type of antenna wire 
requires an additional adapter (or balun) in order to connect to 
the 75 Ohm Input terminals designed into the more recent 
Televisions and VCRs. 

SmartLock • Allows you to block or censor channels or pro- 
gramming that you may find objectionable. Program advisory 
content data (i.e., movie ratings, TV ratings) is supplied by 
broadcasters during the broadcasting of programs. The TV can 
detect the data and block the programs if desired. 

SmartClock • An accurate digital clock. By monitoring the ver- 
tical blanking interval of PBS broadcasts, TVs equipped with 
SmartClock can automatically set the right time of day and 
maintain it through brown-outs, power failures, and even 
Daylight Savings Time adjustments.
